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THE MILITIA BILL. 


In our last number we stated, in anticipation of a proposal to em- 
body a regular militia force, the insuperable objections which 
appear to us to apply to snch a measure. These objections do 
not in any way depend upon the disputed question as to present 
dangers of surprise or invasion. We have never believed in the 
reality of those dangers which have been so industriously paraded 
before the country and fanned into a panic. We see so many 
securities against such events, if we look only to the clear and 
palpable interests of those who are suspected of entertaining 
the designs, that we are not prepared to regard them as serious 
probabilities. But while we are perfectly at our ease on this 
subject, we are ready to admit that it would be a very mistaken 
economy to allow our defences to be in an inefficient condition. 
Whether they are so or not may fvirly be matter of dispute ; 
into the merits of which it is not our wish to enter. For our 
present purpose we may admit that an increase of force is neces- 
sary for the interests of the conntry:—we may accept the state- 
ments on that point on the responsibility of the Executive. But 


| granting thus much for the sake of argument, it is still obviously 


|. an open and an important question as to the best mode in which 
such an increase of force can be raised. 
|, The proposal made by Mr Walpole on Monday night meets 
none of the grave objections which we stated a week ago against 
, a regular militia force. The wide-spread and mischievous con- 
| sequences of a social and econonical character which experience 
has shown to attach to the mode of raising such a force, and its 
inefficiency for the real objects intended, will not practically be 
lessened by any modification of the old militia law, as it existed 
at the beginning of the century, which is to be found in the Go- 
vernment proposal. What is that proposal? It is intended to 
raise fifty thousand men during the first year, and thirty thousand 
during the second year, the ages to extend from 18 to 35. 
| As far as possible it is intended that these men shall be raised 
| by voluntary enlistment under a bounty of 3/ or 4/ for each man, 
| paid down at once, or of 2s 6d a month, or one penny per day, 
|, during the five years of proposed service,—at the option of the 
|; Man. But failing a sufficient number of recruits on such terms, 
the resort is to be had to the ballot as in past t'mes,—with the 
_ Privilege of procuring substitutes. The force of eighty thousand 
, men is to be supplied from each district in proportion to its 
| population. 


{| The only material feature in which this proposed force differs 
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from the old regular militia is the resort in the first instance 
to voluntary enlistment. But the slightest consideration will 
convince every one that that is a difference far more apparent than 
real. In the first place, let it never be forgotten that the force is 
to be raised from each district in proportion toits population. It

tioning wili be tempted to volunteer their services, to leave their 
present avocations and enter the militia for the temptation of a 
bounty of 3/ or 4/, or render themselves liable to be called upon 
at any period and for any length of time to serve for an extra 
fee of one penny a day. It must not be forgotten that even in 
those districts there is a demand for regular labour which has not 
been known for many years. The empty condition of the work- 
houses, so far as able-bodied labourers are concerned, is the best 
proof of that fact. At this moment, and during the last nine 
months. labourers have everywhere been scarce, and the tendency of 
wages has been to advance. Butto whatever extent volunteers may 
be found in those districts, it is at least highly probable, if not 
quite certain, that they will be confined nearly to those from whom 
the regul.r army would otherwise be recruited. A very de- 
fective and inefficient volunteer militia foree would ent off the 
best resources fur maintaining our most perfect and reliable mili- 
tary organisation. 

But, as we have said, looking at the question as a whole, the 
portion of the force raised from these districts would be compara 
tively trivial. More than three-fourths would be raised in the 
densely-peopled industrial districts of the kingdom, where wages 
range from fifty to one hundred per cent. above the pay of the 
militia. But the question of pay is probably not the smallest 
obstacle which such a scheme will have to encounter under the 
modern organisation of the labour of the country. Since 
the regular militia force was in active existence at the be- 
ginning of the century, the organisation of labour has undergone 
an entire revolution. At that time the principle of division of 
and the 
great factory system of organised co-operation was but in its in- 
fancy. Then each man was to a great extent, so far as his labour 
was concerned, an individual unit, not immediately inflaenc- 
ing or dependent upon the acts of his fellow-labourers. 
Now, wherever we turn, we find the labouring commu- 
nity in the districts to which we refer, 30 many well-arranzed 
and organised chains, every link of which is necessary to the 
whole. Take a dozen of men out of some of our large establish- 
ments for a twenty-one days’ drill, and either the labour of many 
hundreds of persons would be stopped, or their places must be at 
once filled up by others. When, therefore, it is considered not 
only that such persons ure receiving wages 50 to 100 per cent. 
higher than the militia pay, but that the shortest absence would 
necessarily deprive them of their permanent employment, car it 
be for one moment expected that any number worthy of being 
mentioned will be found to volunteer into the militia for the paltry 
bounty of 3/ or 4/, or the fee of one penny a day? The idea is 
simply ridiculous in the eyes of those who are acquainted with 
the manufacturing and mining districts. It is therefore, certain 
that in those parts of the country where by far the largest num- 
bers must be raised, the volunteer principle of the Government | 
must prove entirely nugatory, and that practically the plan will | 
resolve into the old system of ballot; * 7-3 mis- | 
chievous effects of which will be best ex e and 
complete failure of the volunteer attem : ;

by substitutes. And althongh a bounty of a few pounds would 
prove no temptation to induce a man to enter such a service, 
"yet the payment of a sum which under the circumstances is likely 
to be demanded by substitutes, may be a most serious sacrifice, 
if not an impossibility to a great bulk of the working men who 
' are balloted :—many of whom will be compelled by necessity to 
submit to all the sacrifices to which we have pointed. Whatever 
| the scheme may prove to be in thinly-peopled parts of the South 
and West, it is certain that in the densely -crowded counties north 
of the Thames it will be a hardship anda source of discontent 
which no Government will be able to resist. 


| We have so frequently and so earnestly dwelt upon the social 


|| and economical evils of a militia force —upon its inferiority for the 


purpose for which it is required—that we shall now only add, that 
if all the objections to which we have so often referred were found 


|| to exist at the beginning of the century, how much more will they

t Tuere is much in the present posture of affairs that is both an- 
noying and perplexing to sincere and conscientious men of all 
parties. Few can feel that they have a perfectly clear and satis- 
factory path before them, in which they can walk without some 
degree of doubt, some regret, some feeling that they are sacri- 
ficing one object to another, and paying for the object they decide 
on pursuing a price which they almost feel disposed to grudge. 
Those who love Free Trade much, but who love Conservatism 
more ; those whose hearts are with Mr Cobden on one question, 
and with Lord Derby on all others ; those who dread the encroach- 
ments of democracy much, but who dread the inroads of sacer- 
dotalism yet more; those, again, who desire a progressive policy 
on the whole, but who are favourable also to a fixed duty and to 


style of administration, and who are anxious for a stronger and 


| more comprehensive Government ;—are all more or less puzzled 


and uneasy as to the course which it behoves them to pursue in 
the impending contest. There are others, also, who, looking 
beyond mere party considerations, are alive to the mischief of 
electing a Parliament which is to decide the tone of our policy 
and to govern our national action for seven years, with eth or 
exclusive reference to a single and a transient questigpe It is no 
doubt a great evil, and threatens to become an increasing one, 
that the whole character of our Legislature for myany sessions 
should be altered for the sake of a matter which the first few 
weeks of one session will dispose of for ever. The men who are 
right on these points may be wrongen many others. The men 
who are suitable as delegates te announce the decision of the

other, In such a dilemma it would be hard to kuow how to act. 
\ To thoughtful and honest electors who are environed with diffi- 
culties of this nature, we offer our full sympathy and our true 
appreciation. But we would say to them: Define distinctly what 
it is you wish, and what it is that is attainable. Ascertain clearly 
to your own mind what is your chief purpose, and then consider 
in what way that can be best achieved. Is not the irre- 
vocable establishment of our Free-Trade policy the first, the most 
urgent, and the most paramount object of the day? Annoying as 
you may deem it to have this question again thrust between you and 
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| has acertain foundation in truth ; and we would ask those friends 
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political aims of great permanent importance and of intense in.

You desire the triumph of the Conservative element in the Con- 
stitution, or you desire the junction of all sober and far-seeing | 
statesmen in the promotion of judicious, organic, and administra- 
tive reforms: in either case, is it not obvious that a preliminary 
step to obtaining a fair field for these legitimate aims, is the final | 
disposal of the question which has so long agitated the country, | 
and which has prevented all cordiality of feeling and harmony of | 
action among men whose union is indispensable for the success of | 
the policy you have at heart? If these things are so, your course, | 
though it may be painful and disgustful, is a clear one :—yon | 
must postpove your ulterior predilections for once, and send to | 
Parliament, not the man after your own heart, but the man whose | 
vote will clear the way for the men and the measures whom you 
patronise ; for till that way is so cleared, you know and cannot | 
deny that your eloquence and your wisdom on all other topics | 
will be as echo-less and as absurd as “ the voice of one crying in | 
the wilderness.” A vote in favour of a rough Radical or a} 
narrow Economist may not seem to a Conservative or a philo- | 
sophic Reformer a very short or direct road towards their respec- | 
tive goals, but, being an indispensable and unavoidable road, it is | 
assuredly the directest and the nearest. 
Again. There are many men ardently and unswervingly at- | 
tached to a comprehensive, progressive, and reforming policy, but 
who—disappointed and dissatisfied with the proceedings of the 
late Ministry, and influenced by the cry which has been so dili- | 





| gently and generally raised by the newspaper press as to their 


alleged administrative incapacity—wish for the advent of a 
stronger and more skilful Government, and think that the Whigs | 
may be both more useful and more liberal in opposition than in 
office. Now, of course we have our own private opinion as to 
the validity of this charge of incapacity so vehemently brought | 
against the late Ministry. We might ask those who make it, to | 
trace back the shortcomings and mistakes which are adduced as |}

proofs of it, to their real causes and their real authors—some- | 
times no doubt hidden, but more often readily discoverable by a | 
candid search. But we are not going to dispute the accusation | 


here. We will even assume, for the sake of argument, that it |

either to desert their party, or to yield it a reluctant, inefficient, 
and querulous support, to consider whether the personnel of Lord |

public affairs. Is there a man in it, except Lord Derby himself | 
and Mr Disraeli, who has even any marked Parliamentary reputa- | 
tion? Have these two ever shown any talent for administration ? | 
Is there a single member of the Government, except the Home | 
Secretary, from whom the country expects the display of any 

solid ability or cautious wisdom? Have they, as a body, any

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claim, except such as may arise from their Protectionist propen- 


sities, to the confidence of any section of the community? No 
one will pretend to reply in the affirmative. And is it not obvious 
and admitted that their defeat and rejection are indispensable 
preliminaries to such a comprehensively-based and ably-consti- 
tuted Ministry as the nation so loudly and unanimously calls for? 

There is, moreover, another consideration which should not be 
overlooked by the discontented and recusant reformers to whom 
we are now especially addressing ourselves. An Administration 
has three sets of functions to perform—three classes of duties 
which the country expects from it ;—viz.: a wise general legis- 
lative policy ; a skilful administration of the various Government 
departments; and a judicious and patriotic distribution of its 
patronage. The importance of this last branch of ministerial duty 
is seldom sufficiently estimated. A Cabinet may do this well, 
and other matters ill. A Government may be timid and ineffec- 
tive in its general action ; its legislative schemes may be imper- 
fect and ill-concocted ; it may manage the official routine of ad- 
ministration with a somewhat lax and unpractised hand ;—and 
yet it may be important to retain it in power, because its appoint- 
ments are carefully, sagaciously, and honestly made. It is no 
trifling matter whether the immense patronage of the Government 
shall be in the hands of men who, whatever their feebleness or 
their faults, earnestly desire progress, ardently love freedom, and 
conscientiously endeavour to find the fittest men for every post,— 
or in the hands of men whose hearts are in the past, who dread 
the march of mind, who abhor all mental liberty and daring, 
the whole spirit of whose policy, though unavowedly, would 
be secretly and systematically reactionary, and whose wholg 
weight would be thrown into the scale of absolutism, at hom, 
and abroad. It is impossible to overestimate the gradual anj 
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silent influence of a few years of good appointments to the 
episcopate, to the bench, to the magistracy, to the govern- 
ment of colonies, to the inspectorship of schools, tothe multi- 
tude of other posts at the disposal of the Executive,—in edu- 
cating, inoculating, imbuing, and regenerating the nation. It 
| is no slight matter—no trivial advantage—that each vacancy 

among the Bishops should be filled up by Ministers who will appoint 
| a Stanley or a Sumner instead of a Philpotts or a Wilberforce ;— 
| that the many hundred livings in the gift of the Crown should be 
| conferred on clergymen who will carry the olive-branch of peace 
| instead of the torch of discord into their respective parishes,— 
| who will attach instead of alienating the hearts of an earnest and 
| inquiring generation. It is no little difference whether a flood of 
| rational piety, or a flood of rampant Puseyism—a religion of curs- 
ing, or a religion of blessing—shall be poured, year after year, 
over the land. It is no small difference whether the judges who 
are elevated to the bench shall be lawyers who are bigoted to 
every old enormity,or lawyers‘who are earnest in favour of every 
beneficial reform—men like Eldon, or men like Romilly. It is no 
slight matter whether the magistrates who administer justice in 
the first resort shall be of a character to make the law loved and 
respected, or hated and despised—whether they shall be real 
‘justices of the peace,” or mere persecutors of vagrants and of 
poachers. In the course of a few years the different effect upon 
| the education of the people, produced by school-inspectors 
appointed for their sagacity, aud school-inspectors appointed only 
| for their orthodoxy, will have been incalculable. And finally, 
who can pretend to estimate the mighty and contrasted conse- 
quences which would be produced on our Colonial Empire, our 
national strength, the happiness, prosperity, and loyalty of our 
numerous dependencies, by a series of governors sent out by a 
Reforming or by a Tory Administration—a series of governors 
like Lord Dalhousie and Lord Elgin, or like Captain Fitzroy and 
| Lord Ellenborough? Yet all these differences might, and to a 
great extent probably would, be produced by a simple change of 
the men who sat in Downing street. The indirect influence of a 
| Liberal Cabinet is often far greater and wider than its direct 
action. And it is, we believe, admitted on all hands that the ap- 
pointments of the late Ministry, ecclesiastical, domestic, and colo- 
nial, were, with few exceptions, distinguished both for their judi- 
ciousness, their liberality, and their disinterestedness. 

But whatever may be the views of electors upon other sub- 
jects—whether Conservatives, whether Peelites, whether Whigs, 
or whether of the far advanced Radical party—if they are only 
Free Traders, if they are but opposed to Protection, it is clear 
that the only safe course which they can pursue on the present 
| emergency is to throw aside all other considerations, and give a 
| hearty and united support to the Free-Trade candidates. Nothing 
but such a co-operation will have the effect of definitely and for 
ever settling this great and important question—which at present 
‘* stands as a lion in the way ” of all others, 
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PROTECTIONIST FAIR PLAY. 


Some surprise and a little astonishment have been caused, by an 
explanation rather eagerly and obtrusively offered by the Earl of 
Derby in the House of Lords on Tuesday evening, of what his 
Lordship was supposed to have said on the 19th ult. in reference 
to the dissolution of Parliament. Onthe Earl of Minto merely 
alluding, in asking Lord Lyndhurst a question, to a general im- 
pression abroad of a speedy dissolution of Parliament, the Noble 
Lord said : ** I beg to correct a misapprehension under which the 
“Noble Earl opposite labours as to what fell from me some 
“ nights ago. Nothing has ever fallen from my lips which could 
** lead any man to suppose that the present would be a session of 
‘* unusually short duration. I never said anything that could 
‘* justify such aconclusion. I say further, that the continuance 
‘* of the session depends on causes over which I can have no 
‘control. What I did say was this, that I thought it advisable 
“that the autumn should not pass over without Parliament 
‘coming to adecision on certain subjects deeply affecting the 

| “* welfare and interests of the country. But I did not say any- 
‘“‘ thing which could lead the House, nor did I intend to lead the 
‘* House, to the impression that there would be an early disso- 
“lution in the spring, to be followed up by a short and hurried 
“session in the summer. On the part of Her Majesty’s Govern- 

| * ment there was no such intention.”

This isavery alight deviation from rectitude compared to | 
the Administration and its supporters getting up one story for the 
notables of towns and another for the squires. ‘* Inconsistency,” 
as the Scotsman observes, ‘‘ isthe very life and only hope ofa

‘To encourage a delusion by silence is only a ne- 
cessary part of the system ; and we are far less surprised at their | 
conduct than at the reproaches of certain writers who have taught || 
them that their only policy was either treachery or delusion. 
However offensive it may be to be taken in by those whom we |! 
have educat:d in deceit, it cannot be said that the Ministers have |} 
bettered by the lessons of their teachers. They have as yet rather | 
fallen short of them, though in one of their first attempts to go 
alone they run foul of their master. 
A Protectionist Ministry pretending now to govern this country 
can be only an *‘ organised hypocrisy.” We might as well have || 
a Ministry avowing Mahommedan's n, or Buddhism, or any other 
exploded superstition, as avowing Protectionism. We believe it | 
is even worse than this. ‘To pretend to govern a people in their j} 
interest, and attempt to starve them—to avow the purest 
morality, and inflict pauperism and untold crimes on the commu- 
nity—to preach philantrophy and benevolence, and tax the bread 
of the poor in order to put money into the poekets of the idle 
rich—is a worse hypocrisy than ever before existed. Only those 
who have believed in the professions of such a Ministry can be 
surprised at their having deceived any confidence or encouraged 
any delusion. If they take office to restore Protection, nothing 
can save them from the charge of hypocrisy in relation to | 


the professions of holding office only for the good of the public ; | 
if they take office to throw Protection overboard, they are 
equally open to the charge of hypocrisy to their confiding friends. 
Their whole existence es a Protectionist Miuistry—in a country 
prosperous, tranquil, and moral, from having cast off Protection 
—is necessarily based on hypocrisy, aud uo words they utter 
can possibly alter this relation.

A publisher sells bis books to 
other booksellers, and he also sells them over his own counter to 
the public. Like other wholesale dealers, he puts a different price 
on his wares, as they are purchased for use or resale. ‘To the 


ouly 7s 6d, giving him, moreover, if he take a number of copies, ; 
one in with every twenty-four, or, if the book be cheap, one with 
every twelve copies ; in the former case an additional 4 per cent., 
making the reduction 29 per cent., and iu the latter an additiona} 
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| 8 per cent., making the reduction or discount 33 per cent. If 
the publishers charge the public an unnecessarily high price for 
books, they are very considerate towards the booksellers, and 
tempt them to buy by an inordinate discount. 

As a set-off against this allowance, the publishers have for a 

long period come to an understanding amougst: themselves that 
|| they would impose or. the booksellers the condition of not selling 
the books to the public below the price they fix on them and for 
which they sell them over their own counters. They are, of course, 
| anxions that the stock they retain should not be depreciated by 
the price being lowered by the bookseller. It is clearly absurd to 
advertise the price of a book at 10s and sell it to the booksellers 
| at 7s, and leave them at liberty to resell it, gaining a large immediate 
| profit if it be a popular work, at 7s 6d, or less. In many cases, 
however, ithas been so palpable that it would be extremely advan- 
| tageous to the bookseller to sell at a much lower figure than the 
publisher, that in lividuals have been tempted to do it; and 
} then, as the rule, the publishers, to preserve their own property, 
have in a body refused to supply those individuals with books at 
the trade price, or on any other terms than those at which the 
publishers sell tothe public. Whenever that has been the case, the 
excluded booksellers have generally endeavoured, and have gene- 
rally succeeded in getting the books they required through some 
other bookseller; the publishers have been, as it were, done, and 
the public have obtained the books at lower prices. In spite of 
continual opposition on the part of the publishers, they have been 
beaten into successively lowering the price of their wares. Their 
tariff regulations and fixed duties have been evaded, under the 
pressure of self-interest, like the tariff regulations and duties of 
much more powerful rulers ; and they have treated cheap booksel- 
lers much the same as sovereigns have treated smugglers. Though 
called into existence only by their own ill-j «dged schemes, which 
smugglers are often the means of correcting, they stigmatise them, 
persecute them, but generally try in vain to suppress them. 

We read strange stories in the ** Westmiuster Review” of the 
publishers employing spies, keeping a detective police, and a kind 
of custom-house officers to enforce their regulations and prevent 
the cheap booksellers from getting the heavy discounts. All these 
schemes seem to have been ineffectual ; as one rebel was put down, 
or recanted and was admitted back into the fellowship, another 
broke loose from the compact, and the publishers were obliged 
to make concessions. They have in turn persecuted Lacking- 
ton, the first che ip bookseller, Pickering, Freeman, and others ; 
some they have ruined—some have triumphed over them, but the 
old tariff being still continued, new hands are continually start- 
ing up, who endeavour to evade it. At present such a contest 
has been begun by an eminent bookseller of the Strand, who 
is willing, by means of new machinery, employing the Post 
Office, &c., to share with the public the advantages of the great 
discount the publishers allow booksellers. 
extends his business, he can afford to supply the public with 
books at lower prices than those advertised by the publishers ; 
and with him the publishers pursue their old system, and refuse 
to sell their books to him on the same terms as to other book- 
sellers. 

We see no reason for treating the bookselling business as 
different from other business. We cannot say, therefore, that 
publishers are not at liberty to settle amongst themselves on 
what principles they will carry on their trade, and to enforce as far 

, as they can the conditions they adopt amongst themselves on all 
{|} those who accept the allowances by which the booksellers are 
enabled to profit.

We should rather say, 
the vice is the high price at which publishers still expect to sell 
books beyond the price which the fair competition of the market 
shows them to be worth ; and the appliance of an iron rule to many 
| different descriptions of books. We understand why a very large 
| allowance should be made to the bookseller who vests 100/ or 
500/ iu Mr Grote’s ten-volumed “ History of Greece,” which is 
| yet incomplete, and which, however «dmirable and sure in the 
end to find a considerable number of purchasers, must be slow 
of sale. In such a case the bookseller advances a part of his capital 
to take off some of the dead stock of the publisher, and enable 
him to carry on his business ; he shares, ia fact, the risk of the 
publication, and is encouraged to share it by a large proportionate 
profit.

The other error on the part of the publishers consists in jay. || 
ing down, as one of the conditions of their business, a rule suitable 
perhaps to the period when the bulk of all the works published |, 
were slow and uncertain of sale, when there was only a select 
reading public, and when the risks of the book trade and the oc- 
casional profits were very great. Literature, at least book- 
making, is now much more than it was a regular matter of busi- 
ness ; and the sale of books must be carried on, like the sale of 
muslins or groceries, on common trade principles. The largely 
increased market for books has introduced certainty into the trade, 
aud there is no longer any necessity for those 1 .rge discounts, ex- 
cept on rare occasions, which were necessary when it was unusual 
to sell an edition of a thousand copies in less than two 
years, The book publishing and book selling trades must and 
will be ruled and guided by unrestricted competition. Authors 
and publishers must not suppose that their calling is anything 
peculiarly advantageous to society which will be better rewarded 
than other callings. Notions of that kind only cause the trade to be 
overdone, and its worldly advantages diminished by excessive 
competition, induced by the double motives of the hope of ex- 
cessive pecuniary profit and literary glory. 

Some letters in the morning journals inform us that the whole 
question, as between publishers and booksellers, has been referred 
to Lord Campbell and other eminent men for their opinion. Better || 
counsellors—men more to be relied on, the publishers and booksel- 
lers conld not refer to; but we doubt whether the matter in dispute 
be not one, like the dispute of the engineers, that cannot be decided 
or settled by authority of any kind. It is an affair of business to | 
be determined by circumstances, and the opinions and wants and 
pecuniary means of the individuals concerned. To lay down rules 
for it will only be to impose fetters on judgment and discretion, 
and by way of avoiding a little higgling between individuals, will 
array Classes against classes, and bring about conflicts betwixt 
them. 





S}OARD OF TRADE TABLES. 
Tue Trade Tables for the first two months of 1852, published 
yesterday, bear their usual testimony to the continued wellbeing 
of the people. More live animals are imported than in 1850 or 
1851; more cocoa is consumed; more coffee to the extent of 
1,269,733 lbs has been taken into consumption than in the corre- 


206,474 cwts, and more tea to the extent of 806,694 Ibs have 
been consumed. If there be a falling off in the quantity of wool 
imported, the quantity of cotton is much in excess of last year. 
As our own good harvest last year has made the importation of | 
food less necessary, and as there is now no prospect of an Exhi- 
bition to stimulate speculation, the quantity of wheat imported in 
the two months is 367,930 qrs, and of flour 493,972 ecwts less 
than in the corresponding two months of last year. Generally 
speaking, too, the importation of provisions has fallen off, but as 
the prices are not extravagant, thiscan only be the consequence 
of our own supplies having beeu more abundaut this year than last. 

The declared value of the exports for the two months is 
10,175,333/, against 9,558,148/ in the same time last year. Amongst , 
the articles of which the export is increased is cotton yarn, (00 
cotton cloth there is a slight decline,) haberdashery, wool, woollen | 
manufactures, and some other articles. But the returns for two || 
months are too short to warrant any importans deductions, and 
merely referring to these items, we direct the attention of our. 
readers to the tables. | 

We may, however, notice that the British tonnage cleared both || 
inwards and outwards is in excess of last year, and as the total || 
tonnage entered inwards is 20,000 tons less than last year, while 
the British is 3,330 more, it must, however temporarily, predomi- | 
nate over the foreign tonnage. The total excess in the two months 
entered outwards is 89,481 tons, and as 82,920 of this is British 
tonnage, we suppose even our shipowners will begin to perceive 
that every pretext for complaining of Free Trade is at an ecd. 
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| Tae present season has been generally favourable to the breeding 
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flocks. In that great sheep-breeding district South- Wilts, the lamb- 
ing season is stated to have “ proved one of the most suceessful known 
for several years.” The ewes have proved prolific and the lambs 
have thriven, And from most other districts we have received very 
similar accounts. We have, however, met with two instances in 
Hertfordshire on different farms where there has been great mor- 
tality amongst the lambs, and for which the proprietors and their 
shepherds are wholly unable to account. In both cases the land has 
been well drained, and the general management of the sheep is 
good. The symptoms are these ; fine thriving lambs, of various ages, 
trom a fortnight to six weeks old, are suddenly affected with lame- 
ness, often at first slight and appearing in one leg only, in a day or 
two another leg is affected, and ere long the animal becomes unab'e 
to stand, the limbs swell, and notwithstanding every attention paid it 
gradually sinks and dies in about eight or ten d sys from the first 
| attack. We saw the other day in one of these flocks, several fine 
lambs in every stage of this malady, from those just failing lame to 
others on the point of death. The flock consisted chi: fly of South- 
down ewes, and some of the lambs were by Down and others by 
Leicester rams, but there seems to be no greater liability to attack in 
the one breed or the other. The ewes have been oa turnips through- 
out the winter, and their condition is good ; they are still on tur- 
nips, being fed at the same time with bay chaff, and the lambs have 
access tocorn. Out of a flock of 350 breeding ewes the farmer appre- 
hends that he will be a hundred lambs short of his proper complement. 
In th other case we hear that the symptoms are precisely similar, 
and th: treatment of the flock has been pretty much the same. The 
farms are several miles distant from each other, and we did not hear 
that any of the neighbouring farmers have suffered in the same 
way. Lach farmer is one of the very best in his district. Is it possible 
that the ewes while breeding have been fed too largely and too ex- 
clusively on turnips ? Had this ben the origin of disease, we appre- 
hend the cons quences would have appeared in loss of ewes or lambs 
at or svon after lambing, but here, until the appearance of lameness 
_in the lamb, nothing can appear to be more thriving than both ewe 
| and offspring. 











SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS, 





(From Messrs Joseph Robinson and Co's Circular.) 
Liverpool, April 1, 1852. 

The month just terminated has been exceedingly flit, and the wool market 
has even assumed a quieter aspect than in the preceding one; in some cases this 
| arises from want or stocks, but generally from limited demand. It would have 
been gra'ifying to record favourable indications from the various manufacturing 
towns, but from all quarters the complaining increa-es rather than diminix«hes, 
and so lim:ted are the orders offering that many mills are working short time. 
When this position of matters is seriously considered, and the uvremunerating 
return the consumer has for his labour, it }ecomes a speculative question as to 
how price- are and will be aTected for a time, should the market continue in 
the same gloomy state. Although the consumption going on at the present 
| time is very much curtailed, and may be regarded as considerably below an 

average, ye! prices of most descriptions are lhkely to be maintained, as the 
| quantity of raw material on hand is small, and the high rates abroad present 
no inducemrnt to merchants for extending imports, ‘The prices have had an 
upper tendency in long Oporto fleece, aud the combing classes of Egyptian, 
which scarcity alone has produced, as the manufacturer is in no better condition 
than before the advance was given. Our quotations in a few classes are 
slightly altered, though in the majority of instances there is no change. Ou the 
8rd ultimo ubout 2,500 bales, chiefly low woole, were offered by suction to a 
thinner attendance of the trade than usual; East India sold well, the better 
qualities rewlixing prices equal to the previous sales, though in grey, fawn, and 
black, a slight decline was apparent; the Russian off-red was not good, and all 
withdrawn; long Egyptian commanded strong competition, but inferior was 
neglected ; fair prices were obtained for Buenos Ayres; for Lisbon no demand, 
and was with a few other descriptions withdrawn.

Paris, April 1, 1252. 

We have been deluged by presidential decrees during the 
Jast days which preceded the insta!lation of the great bodies of the 
| State, It seemed that Louis Napoleon would leave nothing import- 

ant to do by the Legislative body, and desired to prove that he had 
bereft the deputies of the examination of all the affairs jof the 
country. 
| Among these decrees we must mention the raising of the state of 
siege in all the continenta! departments, The state of sicge is, in- 

deed, useless with the new laws which Louis Napoleoa has enacted 
by decre:s, a8 he has still the power of suppressing the papers, exiling 
the citiz ns without judgment, and doing everything by his own 
arbitrary will. 

fie has increased the concessions to the Paris and Strasburg Rail 
way from 44 to 99 years, on condition that this company will give asum 
of 10 millions for the ex-cution of a branch line from Biesmes to 
Gray, and will execute another branch from Metz to Tuioaville aud 
the German frontier. 
Another decree authorises the amalgametion of the Paris and 
Orleans Railway with the Toursana Nantes, Orleans and Bordeaux, 
ase Central lines, This amalgamated company obtains a grant ot 
Y9 years, on condition they will give the State a sum of 16 millioas, 
und execute the branch of Poitiers to Rochefort and La Rochelle. 
They will obtain the branch lines from Moulins to Roanne, and from 
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Chateauroux to Limoges, which are executed by the Strate. 
company wil! thus have a total length of more than 954 miles. 

A deeree authorises the formation of a Mortgage Bank (credit 
foncier), composed of thirty-one members, among whom are M. 
Fould, M. Drouyn de Lhuys, and M. Leon Faucher, with a capital of 
25 miilions of francs. 

By a decree, journals, periodicals, and works exclusively devoted 
to scivnce, arts, and agriculture, are exempted fromthe stamp duty, 

A decree authorises the formation of a company for the erection 
of a Crystal Palace in the Champs E'ysees, for the exposition of arts 
and of industry. 

More than fifty decrees have thus been published during the week, 
and several of them of some importance, 

It was announced everywhere in public that Louis Napoleon was 
to be proclaimed Emperor on the 29¢h instant, and if that event had 
occurred it would have indeed produced a slight impression in

France, where every body is persuaded that the Pr:sident’s ambi- || 


tion aims at such a title. People have been astonished when they 
saw in the Prince’s speech that he maintained the Republic, and it 
was supposed that important motives had prevented him from 
listening at once to his evident desires. I think that his procla- 
mation would be an accomplished event, had he not appprehended 
the protes's of the foreign courts ; and I should be inclined to believe 
that the following comedy will be played :—The Senat« or even the 
Legislative body will vote a sort of address to the President, des 
claring that the French people desire to get rid of the present 
uncertainti:s, and to obtain a definitive and hereditary Government. 
They will beseech him to put the question of Empire to the universal 
suffrage, and Louis Napoleon may then answer to the diplomatic 
protests that he was obliged to yield to the national demands. 

I+ at the same time took care in his speech to declare that he in- 
tended to maintain peace with his neighbours. We have said his 
interest is to preserve with the foreign powers the most friendly re- 
latioussolong asthe honour of France shall not be engaged. The duty 
of the Government will be to avoid with care every cause of per- 
turbation in Europe, and to turn ail our efforts towards domestic 
improvements, 

Thus, you see, he will not consent to be proclaimed an Emperor as 
long as he is not constrained by an evident necessity, viz., by the con- 
duct ot parties and thir underhand proceedings, so that whenever 
he desires torake that title, it will always be easy to find some Orlean- 
ist Conspiracy as a pretext.

Such language is not pertectly reassu:ing for the future, and will 
not prevent continual reports of an impending war and of an 
approaching proclamation of the Empire. 

The first sittings of the Legislative Assembly were occupied with 
the verification of powers.

M. Billault, the President of that Assembly, read a 
collective letter of Cavaignac and M. Carnot, who were return: d by 
the third aud fourth districts of Paris, and of Doctor Zenon, who was 
returned by Lyons.

But for 
those who have been present at the sitting of inauguration, it is evi 
d nt that the Legislative body seem themselves humiliated by the 
secondary part which is prescribed to them ia the Government. One 
of the Legitimist deputies has even given a hint that he does not con- 
sider himself as bound by theoath which was imposed on him, when he 
said with a French pun, my oath does not bind me, je n'ai fait que le 
preter. L. Napoleon is perfectly aware that an opposition may be 
tormed sgainst him among the members of the Legislative body ; but 
he has taken measures to make it pertectly harmless to his own Go- 
vernment. Lhe deputies have noright to present amendments to @ 
billwhen thedebates are begua ; and when a deputy delivers a hostile 
speech, it will not be published in newspapers.

The Chanerllor of the Exchequer said the bill had originated with the Eng. | 
lish Government for English purposes, and, if it were limited to mercantile 
seamen, the object of the bill would be obstructed. 

Lord Palmerston explained the circumstances out of which the bill haq I} 
arisen. Application had been made to the late Government by that of Sweden | 
to conclude a treaty for the surrender of seamen similar to stipulations we had | 
entered into with Portugal. It had been thought better, however, instead of | 
treaties upon such a subject with separate Powers, that a bill should be brought 
in giving to the Crown power toenter into the same kind cf engagement as 
that subsisting with Portugal; and hs presumed that this bill had been pre. 
pared in conformity with that intention ; but, by inadvertence, he supposed, the | | 
bill went beyond tbe original intention, and he suggested that it would be ad- 
visable in committee to alter its provisions 80 as to make it identical in effect 
with the treaty wth Portugal.

Upon the order for the committal of the Charitable Trusts Bill, 1 

The Attorney-General explained the ecope and objects of the measure, the |, 
whole merit of which, he said, was due to the late Government. Awwong the | 
charities embraced by this bill were 21,000, the income of each of which was 
less than 201 a year, and upwards of 18,000 with less than 52 a year. To 
charities of this kind the machinery of the Court of Chancery was wholly in- 
applicable, since it would absorb such small properties, which were, therefore, 
entirely unprotected. The bill before the house adopted the recommendations 
of the commissioners of 1839, and followed out the provisions of Lord Lynd- 
hurst’s bills of 1844, 1845, and 1846. It proposed to e-tablish a board of five 
commissioners, two of them to be paid, power being given to the Lord Chan- 
cellor to appoint a third paid commissioner. This board was to have no juris- 
diction over charitiez, only powers of supervision, control, and advice; and it 
was proposed that no suit or proceeding should be instituted in respect to any 
breach of trust with reference to charities without the consent of the board. 
It was proposed to give jurisdiction in respect to small charities to the County 
Courts and district Courts of Bankruptcy. Provisions were inserted to enable 
trustees and others interested in charities to obtain the advice of the commis- 
sioners ; and persous acting under such advice would be indemnified, though . 
the decision of a court sbould hold the advice to be erroneous. The commis- 
sionera would have power to send questions relative to charities under 301 
a year to County Courts an] district Courts of Bankruptcy, and to interfere and 
stay proceedings which they might think improperly conducted, and, by way of 
check, they would have no control over the Attorney-General ecting ex officio, 
It was proposed to tux charities having 10/ a year and upwards 2d in the pound, 
no charity to pay more than 50/7. This rate, it was computed, would raise 
8,500/ a year, a eum eufficient for the support of the board and its staff. The 
bill would exempt from its operation the universitier, collegiate and cathedral 
cburches, the British Museum, and institutions supported wholly by voluntary 
contributions. 

Sir A. Cockburn spuke warmly in favour of the bill, and mentioned instances 
of groas abuse of charitable trusts. 

Mr Alderman Thompeon protested strongly against subjecting Christ’s Hos- 
pital and other great charitable establishments in the metropolis to the pro- 
vi-ions of the bill, and moved that it be referred to a select committee. 

Sir R. Inglis second+d the motion, and claimed the exemption of the Royal 
Literary Fund. He admitted the expediency of legislation upon this subject; 
but this could be done without interfering with the great charities of London. 

Mr Alderman Sidney thought there was nothing derogatory in su! jecting the 
Royal hospitals and other great charitable institutions to inquiry; he would not 
exclude the universities, believing all charitable trusts ought to be inquired 
into 

Sir W. P. Wood observed, that there seemed to be a misapprehension as to 
the powers of the commissioners, who would have no further control over the 
charitiee than that the latter were required to furnish statements of their 
accounts, which the commissioncrs had the power of investigating. j 

Mr Freehfield supported the amendment. : 

Mr Goulburn should give to the principle of the bill his best support. Its : 
provisions for the trial of casea obviated his objection to the former bill. 

After some remarks by Mr J A. S.nith and Mr P. Howard, é 

Lord J. Russell said he could not support the amendment, which would cause ‘ 
delay ; but circumstances had been stated with reference to the Royal hospitals 
which deserved consideration. He doubted the expediency of exempting them 
altogether; but perhaps some clause might be framed by which they could be 
protected from unnecessary interference. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and the house went into committee on the 
bill; but the chairman immediately reported progress. 


The other business upon the paper having been gone through, the house ad- 
journed at one o'clock until Monday, 


Monday, March 29. 


After the Common Law Fees Regulation Bill had paseed through committee, 

Mr Walpole, in moving that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, himself, and 
the Secretary at War, de prepare and bring in a bill to amend and consolidate 
the laws respecting the militia—for which leave was given on the 20th of 
February —observed that he was so conscious of the magnitude of the subject 
and the difficulties with which it is surrounded, that if he had been in a private 
position nothing would have justified him in bringing it forward. On the other 
hand, he was so convinced of the absolute necessity of some measure upon the 
subject, that if he shrank from the task he should be neglecting his duty. It 
was admitted, he supposed, that this country ought to be, in its means of de- 
fence at least, placed upon an equal footing with other countries, looking at the 
anarchy and confu-ioa which might easily break out not many months hence. 
It was true, our friendly relations with other Powers had increased and were 
increasing ; but this fact wou.d show that we were not influenced by jealousy or 
fear. The first question was, were we in such a state of defence as a great 
country like this ought to bein? The testimony of the first military and naval 
authorities showed that it bad not sufficient provision against a sudden emer- 
gency. Steam navigation exposed the country to more imminent pcril than at 
former periods; past Governments had in times of panic proposed meacures ¢i- 
milar to this; and the house had already decided that sometbing ought to be 
done to put the country in a better state of defence. There were, he ol served, 
three classes of objectors toa militia. Oue said, our defences were evfficieut a8 : 
they were; but Mr Walpole showed that while our army was very little Larger 
than that of Belgium notwithetanding the dimensions of our empire, in case 0 
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a sudden incursion not more than 25,000 men could be brought to bear upon 
apy one point ; and that our ships in commission at home consisted of only 9 
of the line, 5 frigates, 1 sloop, and 17 steamers. Others said that there was no 
immediate necessity for preparation ; but hasty preparations, while less perfect, 
would aggravate panic. The time of preparation and of action ought not to be 
simultaneous. The third clase of objectors urged tliat we should increase our 
regular army. This would add greatly to the permanent expense, and both 
| army and navy were instruments of attack as well as of defence, so that an 
|| augmentation of either would rouse suspicion and provoke jealou-y. The militia 
| was a national institution—a force familiar to the country; we had actually at 
this moment a militia, for the law was only su-pended. The militia had, 
| moreover, done good service to the country, and, in assuming the character of 
soldier, the militia man did not renounce that of citizen, After a short review 
|| of the history of the militia laws, Mr Walpole proceeded to develope the pl 0 
|| proposed by the Government—namely, first, to raise, if possib'e, 80,000 vo'un- 
| teers, to . drilled and trained under the regulations of the 43rd George III. 
} 50,000 only to be raised the first year, and 80,000 the second year, the pe riod 
of service to be five years. Secondly, it was proposed to raise these men by 
bounties of 3/ or 4/, either to be paid down at the time, or at the rate of 23 or 
| 23 6d per month, the v: slunteer being at liberty to take itin one way or the 
| other. Thirdy, with respect to the officers, it was proposed to dispense with the 
| qualifications required by the 43rd George III. in regard to all officers below 
| the rauk of major, and generally to consider the having been in the army an 
equivalent to qualitication. Fourthly, the bill provided that the number of days’ 
training required in the year should be 21,the Crown having the power to extend 
| the period to 7 weeks, or to reduce it to 3 days. Lasily, with respect tothe em- 
| bodiment of the men, it was not proposed to make any alteration in the exi-ting 
| law. The expense required for bounty and equipment would be about 
1,200,0007; but if spread over five years, it would be about 240,000 a year, ex- 
cept that during the first year the cost of equipment would raise the expense to 
{ 400,0002, including (as Mr Walpole afterwards intimated) the clothing. This 
being a national defence, it was intended that the expense of the equipment, 
| 





arms, and bounty shoul, save in districts which should not provide the proper 
quota, be borne by the public purse, Having disposed of anticipated objections, 
Mr Walpole concluded by appealing to the house to accept this measure, and 
thereby assist the Government in accomplishing the o! ject of providing an ef- 
fectual defence for the c untry with as little interference as possible with the 
ordinary habits and industry of the people; observing that, if it were rej cted, 
either from party motives or through an overweening confidence in the assumed 
impregnability of our insular position, the Government would have the satisfac- 
tion, at least, of kaowing that they had endeavoured to do their duty. 


| Mr Hume, not objecting to the introduction of the bill, condemned the 
| policy of the measure as unnecessary at the present time, when this country was 
| upon the most amicable terms with other nations. 

| Sir De Lacy Evans did not object to the amendment and consolidation of 
| the militia law, but he preferred an addition to the regular force to a militia. 

| Mr M. Gibson thought it would be better to defer this measure, connected 
| with the permanent defence of the country, until after an appeal should have 
| been made to the country. He would rather increase the regular army. 

Lord Palmerston said it was his intention to give this measure every support 
| in his power. It was impossible to overstate the necessity of some permanent 
| arrangement of this kind. He admitted that there wae no present danger; if 
| there had been this measure would be insufficient to meet it; it only laid a 
| foundation in case of danger. An increase of the regular army could not be 
| Maintained ; and 8,000 regular troops would cost as much as the drilling of 
| these 80,000 men, This measure, generally speaking, was a very good one, and 
| was highly deserving of the favour and sanction of the house. 

Colonel Thompson recommended putting off the measure. 


Lord J. Russell, agreeing that our means of defence should be increased, 
thought the viry able statement of,Mr Walpole, however clear and explicit in 
some parts, was less so in others, which, not being agreeable to touch upon, he 
had seemed anxious to avoid. If 80,000 volunteers were not obtained recourse 
must be had to the ballot ; how was tliat to be done, and what were the classes 
| to be subject to the ballut ? It would be most unjustifiable in him (Lord John) 
to offer any obstacle to the introduction of this bill; at the same time it was 
for the country to judge, and although he should prefer a militia force to an 
increase of the regular army, the country might entertain a repugnance to it. 

Mr Walpole said, it was intend. d, if there should not be a sufficient number 
| Of volunteers, to fall back upon the ballot, which would extend from the ages of 
| 18 to 35. 

Mr G. Duff was of opinion that the question ought to be first submitted to the 
| Constituency. 


| Mr Cobden said, the difficulty he felt in this discussion was greater and 
| greater. The more he heard upon the subject of the increase of our armament, 
the more he was at a loss to understand the reason for it. So far from there 
| being any necessity for increasing our establishments, the necessity was re- 
moved further than ever. Nobody believed there was any real danger of an 
invasion from France, which had every motive for peace, and yet we fancied 
that the French, as if they were a gang of bandits, were, without warning, 
| coming to devastate our shores. Upon this pretext the house was ca!led upon 
to expend an amount of money which would remove taxes that obstructed 
education and repressed industry ; and believing that this measure, which was 
| denounced out of doors, would only tend to increase the armaments abroad, 
while it cast a wanton expense upon the country, he should offer to it in every 
| stage his most determined opposition. 


Major Beresford observed that the notorious failures of Mr Cobden in the 
character of prophet should dete the house from placing implicit reliance upon 
| his opinions. When large armies were kept up abroad—larger than coud be 
| required for domestic purposes—while in this country our army was insufficient 
for domestic uses, there was a mansfest neceasity, under such circumstances, for 
| 80me defensive force—a measure of protection for the virtue, the industry, and 
_ the chastity of the country. 

Admiral Berkeley, in defending himself against some strictures by Mr Cobden, 
entered into details respecting the naval arrangements of the late Government. 
| Mr F. Maule had always been of opinion that in these days a militia, local or 
| Tegular, chosen by ballot, would be most unpopular, and the great obj: ct in view 
in the measure of the late Government was to make it as little burdensome to 
| the country as possible. The present measure proposed to go a great deal fur- 

ther, and was to all intents a revival of the r gular militia, and his belief was 
| that fora regular militia very few volunteers would be got. Then there must 
| be a ballot, and looking at the present complicated machinery for that purpose, 
he was sure the furce could not be got together in less time than 10 months; 
Whereas the object of the late Government was to obtain a force that could be 
Got together in 10 weeks. 

Mr Hobhouse, believing that the danger against which it was intended to 

| Provide was infinitesimally small, and that the measure was disproportionately 
large, considering that the expense would be great, and the inconvenience to 
the people, who would be distracted in their occupations, severe, should oppose 
ae the bill even in its present stage.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, premisxing that the Government, upon the 
present occasion, had merely obeyed an order of the house, observed that the 
arguments of Mr Cobden went to the length that in the present state of the 
world no country need defend itself. To that conclusion he could not arrive. 
With respect to this specific measure, though the ballot was not abandoned, it 
was believed that the voluntary principle might be appealed to with complete 
success. He hoped, however, the bill would be allowed to be brought in; ample 
Opportunity would be afforded for discus-ing its details. | 

Mr Bright insisted that the Government incurred no responsibility in this 
matter, ifthe constituency were really averse toa militia. Great authorities 
had avowed that this bili was not the «ffect of p:nic; if so, there was no urgent 
occasion for the measure, and if no evi! had ari-en from the abandonment of 
the bill of 1848, he asked that this question should be postponed till the opinion 
of the country upon it could be ascertained.

’ ing notorious evils. If it would not altogether stop corrupt practices aud inti- 
midation, it might diminish them; while nothing would tend more to elevate 
the tone of the community. 
Upon a division, the motion was negatived by 246 against 144. 
i The other business having been disposed of, the house adjourned at twenty 
|| minutes past twelve o'clock. 
Wednesday, March 31. 

Mr. S. Crawford moved the second reading of the Tenant-Right (Ireland) 
Bill, to the principle of which, he said, he was in a position to say the nation 
had consented. While a multitude of petitions had been presented in favour of 

| this bill, not a single p- tition had appeared against it; a circumstance, he be- 
lieved, urparalleled in a question of such importance. In Ireland the land was 
the chief means of existence to the population; and the main object of this bill, 
which did not force the custom of tenant-right prevailing in the north of Ire- 
land into o.her parts where they did not exist as a custom, was to provide full 
and fair compensation to the tenant for labour and capital expended by him on 
| the land, whereby ite value was increased. Mr Crawford explained the pro- 
visions of the bill, observing that, as a landlord, he believed that landlords’ 
righ's rested upon no eure foundation uuless those of the tenants were protec e4, 

Mr Napier admitted the great importance of any measure calculated to pro- 
mote the industry and stimalate the energies of the people of Ireland. This 
difficult question had long engaged hia attention, and he hoped before long to 
lay upon the table a measure for simplifyirg the code of landlord and tenant in 

| Ireland. He had always been an advocate for the principle of compensation 
for unexhausted improvements, euch improvements in Ireland being generally 
made by the tenants; and it was a clear proposition of moral ju-tice that a 
tenant should hive a fair opportunity of enjoying the benefit of his industry 
without the risk of being deprived of it by arbitrary caprice. After referring to 
the number of bilis which have been already offered to Parliament upon this 
| subject. and premisiny that no measure could be successful which was not 
simple in its details and easily worked, Mr Napier stated hia objections to the 
present bill, namely, it perpetuated a custom which was nowhere a lega! custom, 
; and which ought not to be reco :nised by act of Parliament; it did not earry 
out properly and fairly the principle uf compensation for uvexhanusted in prove- 
|| ments; it would affect existing contracts, and it» machinery would -et landlords 
and tenants at variance. Coucurring with Mr Crawford in respect to the prin- 
}| ciple of compensation, he would not go ou! o! the limits of the fixed laws of pro- 
| pe ty, and be concluded with an outline of the measures which the Government 
I proposed heres fier to introduce u,.on their own responsibility for consolidating and 
| amending the law upon this subject, facilitating contracts, aud providing simple, 
cheap, and efficacious remedies for both parties. 
|| Mr Roche had been disappointed at the conclusion of Mr X apier’s speech, 
lj which po tpon d the hope of a remedy in this matter. The principle enunci- 
ated by him should at once take the form of a |.w, or why not go into com- 
|} mittee upon this bill, the principle of which had been assented to ? 
i | Lord Castlereagh partook of the sine feeling. The bill, whatever its defects 
| might be, was intended to remedy an evil to which much of the calamities of 
| Ireland had been attributed, and, if there were otjectionable clauses in it, they 
| might be dealt with in the committee. 7% 
| Mr J. Greene strongly urged the speedy introduction of measures thut would 
| @mcourage the application of capital to land in Ireland, where, fur want of it, 
large portions lay waste. 
Mr V. Seuily bore his testimony to the interest which the people of Ireland 
took in this bill, and aseured the house that its rejection would create a feeling 
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of deep disappointment, The principle of compensation had been conceded. | 


the rest was matter of detail. The custom of tenant-right was not confined to 
Ul-ter; it was found all over Ireland; and there was no greater objection to 
legalizing this right than to legalising the copyhold tenure, which was founded 
upon tenant-right. The giving tenants a permanent interest in the land wouig 
extinguish agrarian di-content and suppress illegal combinations. 

Sir J. E. Tennent, though he gave his adherence to the principle of securip 
a just compensation for improvements made by tenant labour, was bound to 
withhold his support from a measure so overlaid with novel and impracticabje 
details as to disentitle it to the assent of the hoase—details which cast a ¢ lowe 
and would exert an influence upon the principle of the bill, The definition o¢ 
rent, which had perplexed all economical writers, as given in the bill, ~ang 
some definition was indispensable to its working,—was utterly vague, aud 
would complicate the machinery and aggravate the evils which it was Proposed 
to remedy, Such a measure as this, which would enable the will of the tenant 
to dictate law to the landlord and take from him all discretion, wou d anni. 
hilate the value of land-d property in Ireland. He moved that the second 
reading of the bill be deferred for six months. 

Mr Keogh contrasted the temperate and conciliatory language of Mr Napier 
with the hostile tone of Sir E. Tennent’s opposition, which, under the pretext || 
of attacking the details of the bill, assailed a principle that had been conceded 
by every one. All that was asked was to read the bill a second time, and let || 
it go into committee, where it might receive whatever form the house pleased, | 

Mr Grattan declaimed energetically against the course pursued by the 
Government upon this question, and especially against the speech of Sir Z, || 
Tennent. | 

Mr Osborne, after the principle of this bill had been 80 repeatedly recognised, 
could not refuse to affirm it by voting for the second reading ofthe bill ; though, || 
if the Government measure would be laid on the table soon, he should recom. | 
mend the withdrawal of the bill. | 

Mr Whiteside said, a bill dealing with so large a subject ought to be com. 
prehensive in its principle, simple in its details, and in eccordance with the 
rights of property, But this was not such a bill; it rested upon three grounds— 
first, whit was called fixity of tenure; second, compu sory valuation; third, 
power given to the tenant to admit the landlord to a sort of partnership in the 
property, to sell it, and divide the proceeds with the landlord. Its principle 
was not consistent with justice, and its details were impracticable. It was the | 
intention of tbe Goverament to introduce a measure that would be creditable to 
the house and satiafactory to the country. 

Mr Conolly rose at a few miautes before 6 o’clock, and spoke in opposition 
to the bill until that hour, when the house adjourned. 

Thursday, April 1. 

Mr M. Milnes moved a reso'ution to the effect, that the house had observed 
with regret, in the correspondence respecting toreign refugees, a menace on the 
part of a friendly power to visit upon unoffending Britich travellers its displea- 
sure at that exercise of the right of asylum which is agreeable to the laws, cus 
tome, and feelings of the people of Great Britain. Observing, in the outeet, 
that the manifestation of feeling extibited in this country towards certain 
foreign visitors had been spontaneous on the part of the mass of the people, and 4 
had received no encouragement from the Government, he referred to the com. 
munications which had taken place between cur foreign department and the 
Austrian court, and to the despatches of Lord Granville and the rep!y of Prince 
Schwarzenberg, which showed, he contended, that the precautions in question | 
were adopted, not as a matter of general regulation, but to anooy british gub- | 
jecte and the British Government, by way of reprisal aud retaliation. Since 
the accesion of the present ministry, he admitted, a different tone was held; it 
had been announced to Lord Malmesbury that the news of this event had been 
received by the cabinet of Vienna with ‘‘ feelings of deep satisfaction,” which 
seemed to imply that the advent to office of the present Governmeut was re- 
garded as evidence of a change of our foreign policy which would be any- 
thing but grateful to the people of this country. Such an alteration of tone on 
the part of the Austrian minister, therefore, did not authorise or require the 
ebandonment of this mution. Mr Milnes discussed upon mors! aud legal 
grounds the right of England to grant an asylum to foreigners of all nations 
without distinction of political opinions ; and, in conclu-ion, stated that he had 
a double motive in proposing this resolution—first, to secure protection to 
British travellers ; secondly, to relieve the present Governmeut from the preju- 
dice they might suffer if it were supposed that Prince Schwarz-nberg’s last let- 
ter, breathing hopes of a change in our foreign policy ominous io Eug!and, was 
acceptable to them. 

Lord D. Stuart seconded the motion. The pretext put forward by foreign 
potentates to show that there existed a con-piracy amongst the refugees in this 
country was, he insisted, disproved by the correspondence, which, on the other | 
hind, appeared, in his opinion, to prove that there was a cou-pirucy amongst 
all the crowned heads of Europe to frighten this country into the passing of & 
new law to control refugees. Lord Dudley inveighed in an indignaut tone and 
Very strong terms agaivst the alleged faithless and oppressive conduct of these 
foreign Government-, especially that of Austria, and he hoped, from the sympa- 
thy evinced by the present Government towards foreign exiles, that they would 
agree to this resolution as only a proper ret uke, 

Mr Walpole thought that he should best consult the convenience of the 
house by avoiding all inflammatory topics. He had read the papers, and having 
listened to the speeches of the mover and seconder, he was ut a los~ to under- 
stand whether the motion was intended to blame the la‘e or the pre-ent Go- 
vernment. After a careful perusal of the paper, he thought that three in- 
ferenves were to be drawn from them—fi:st, that the conduct of the Govern- 
ment of this country, late and present, had upheld and maintained its dignity; 
second, that the foreign courts had misu derstood, very Naturally, our laws and 
regulations with reference to foreign refugees, so different from therr own: and, | 
third, considering that this misapprehension had been more or less removed by 
the representations of the late Government, and the eoncili story tone employed, 
and that more amicable relations now existed, that it was Inexpedient by an | 
a’ stract resolution to revive feelings of dissatisfaction which had disappeared. 
With respect to the sentiment exp: essed by the Imperial Cabinet upon the 
accession of the present Government, it had been inspired by the line of policy | 
shadowed out by the Earl of Derby in the douse of Lord-, which had further 
contributed to remove the unpleasant feeling that had so long di-united the two | 
State-. The present Government, he assured the house, were as determined a6 | 
any past Government to maintain the asylum which this country afforded to | 
d stressed foreigner-; and, under these circumstances, he putit to them whether | 
it was wise to pass a resolution which, at the very least, would appear t0 | 
foreign powers to cast tomething like a reflection or ceueure upon theif | 
conduct. 

Mr Anstey argued from the case of the Scottish ministers at Pesth, that the 
“menace” referred to in tle resolution, which had never been recalled, had } 
not been thrown out in heat, but was deliberately uttered; and thut it w28 | 
acted upon in respect to domiciled residents in the Austrian dominions, as well 
as travellers. 

Lo d Palmerston thought Mr Milnes had done right in bringing under the 
Consideration of the house @ question of great importance in regard to our own 
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| law, our international relations, the rights of British subjects abroad, and the 
| obligations of the British Government towards them. Mr Walpole, he observed, 
| had addressed great part of his epeech to one branch only of Mr Milnes’s argu- 
| ment—the duty incumbent upon the British Government to afford protection 
to foreign exiles; and did not express the determination of the Government to 
enforce protection to British subjects travelling abroad. With r gard to the 
tran-actionx to which the papers related, some allowance, he remarked, ought 
to be made for the sensitive anxiety which some of the coatinental G »vern- 

| ments expressed last year in regard to the proceedings of foreign refugees in 
this country. Unaware of the license given to free disoussion in this country, 
those Governments hed also conceived an ex geerated notion of the effects of 
the Exhibition. In a conversation with Count Walewski, he had explained the 
extent to which the law of this country allowed of interference with foreiguers. 
He had likewixe end» avoured to convince other foreign ambassadors when they 
made representations tohim upon the subject, that their apprehensions as to the 
mischief that could be done by the refugees were extravayant. It did appear to 
;| bim that, at on time, it was the i tention of the Austrian Government to re- 
taliate upon British travellers, becau-e their Government did not do what the 

Austrian autho ities knew they could not legally do ; and, therefore, Mr Milnes 

did right in callinz the attention of the house to such a menace. Lord P«lmer- 

ston bestowed some satirica) comments upon the * Arcadian dialogue ” between 

the Austrian Goverument and the present Administrat'on, worthy, he observed, 
of Virgil. Relieving, he sai!, that we had now a Government which sympa- 
thised with Austrian principles, and that with so much matual confidence 
there would be no danger to British tra’ ellers, he suguested to Mr Milnes that 
as the discussion had sufficiently accomplished the object in view—although the 
| resolution contained an assertion which no one could deny—if the Government 
would move the previous question, he should not go to a division, 

Sir J. Walsh considered that a strong prima facie case had been made out on 
behalf of the foreign Governments, and that there had been a gross abuse of 
the rights of hoepitality on the part of the refugees in this country. 

| Mr V Smith observed that there had been no withdrawal of the menace, 
and the House of Commons had a right to know whether British travellers 
were now expo-ed to inconvenience. Unless they were to be restored to their 
former privileges, he recommended Mr Milnes to persevere in his motion. 

Mr B Cochrane thought the menace had been in effect withdrawn, and con- 
sidered that the motion, and the language which had been used in support of it, 
would be most mischievous, 

After a few word. from Sir TH. Verney, 

Mr Henley said, the paper which had been ‘tranemitted by our minister at 
Vienna gave a different complexion to the question, showing thal the Austrian 
Government drew a strong distinction between Britixh subjects and persona 
with British pasaporta who were not British subjects. He had not heard that 
British travellers had been inconvenienced. He moved the previous question. 

This amen|ment, after a few words in assent from Mr Milnes, was »greed to. 

Sir D. L. Evans moved for leave to bring in a bill for appointing commis- 
sioners to inquire into the existence of bribery in the borough of Harwich, sup- 
porting his motion by evidence taken before various election committees. 

Mr K. Seymer opposed the motion, for which, he contended, no parliamentary 
' case had heen made out. No bribery had been proved to have taken place at 

the last election. 

Mr Cl y observed that it was a matter of notoriety that corrupt practices 
prevailed at Harwich. 

Mr Bagshaw suggested that the mutter should atend over until after the next 
general election, and be decided by what then took place. 

Mr Walpole said a commission like thia should not issue except upon a very 
Clear case, otherwise a most unconstitutional power would be lodged in the 
hands of parties, which he wou!d be unwilling to vest in any one without strong 
grounds.

Oa | 
the morning of the 22nd the French steamer from Marsei'les entered | 
the port of Civita Vecchia, having on board Don Carlo Buonaparte, 
Prince of Canino. The police authorities, on seeing the list of pas- 
sengers, informed Monsignor Loschiavo, the delegate, or Papal alter 
ego, of the province, who, disconcerted in the extreme at the news 
of such an unforesen and unwelcome visit, gave immediate orders 
for guards to be placed round the vessel, in order to prevent the | 
Prince from disembarking; but his precautions were rendered fruit- 
less by the determination of the French Colonel, Conneau, of the 21st 
Regiment, in command of the town and fortress, who, together with | 
the French naval officer in command of the station, presented them- 
selves in grande tenue on board the steamer, paid their respectful ho- 
mage to the newly-arrivedcousin of the Prince President, and brought 
back with them to shore in triumphant style. Alarmed at so fla- 
grant a violation of his supreme authcrity, the delegate instantly de- 
spatched a courier to Rome, with an account of the proceeding, and 
Colonel Conneau despatched another with his own statement of the | 
affair, the Prince prudently waiting at Civita Vecchia, meanwhile,

CHINA. 

From the China papers it seems that the progress of the rebels is, 
at length, decided and unquestionable. Tien-teh’s proclamations 
are now openly shown in Canton, and bulletins of imaginary victories 
gained by the Imperial troops are no longer put forth by the Canton 
authorities. The Governor-General (Seu) of the Canton province is 
besieged by the rebels in oneof his own towns, and the remnant of 
the Imperial forces have lately been signally defeated. The only 
hope of the Mantchoo dynasty lies in the chance of dissension arising 
among the rebel leaders, an event by no means improbable.

COMMERCIAL AND 


There was a meeting this week of the shareholders in the Agua Fria 
<Californian) Mining Company, which was very numerously attended. The 
object was to receive a statement from Mr Wright, of San Francisco, relative 
to the prospects of the property, and also as to the title of the lease. The 
| claims of Colonel Fremont to the Mariposa distriet were freely discussed, 

and it was ilicited that he had placed the whole of the questions arising out 
| of his leases in the hands of Messrs Lawford and Co., the legal advisers of 
Messrs Baring, with the view of dealing impartially with all the parties in- 
terested.

‘was stated that the directors had endeavoured to exercise great economy in 
expenditure, and that they now possessed 50,000/ invested in Consols and 
other available securities. They had already started a portion of their staff 
to California, and the remainder would shorily proceed with the necessary 
machinery.

On Saturday a bill, now in the House of Commons, was printed, to 
enabl: her Majesty to abolish, otherwise than by treaty, on condition of the 
reciprocity, differential dues on foreign ships. It is proposed that the rates 
and duties on foreign ships may be ma . by an order of the Queen in 
council, so as to make the act 59 Geo. IIL, of, applicable. 

The discovery of gold in Queen C harkots e’s Island, one of the British 
possessions north of Vancouver's Island, has been sati sfacturily established. 
A report to that effect was mentioned iu the last American papers, and its 
accuracy is confirmed by advices received in London. It appears that the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, having been informed of the probable existence of 
depusits in that quarter, despatched a brigantine called the Una, with a 
small crew, to Englefield Bay, on the west side of the island (the spot in- 
dicated), and that, after a short search, an extremely rich vein of quartz 
was laid open. The vein was about seven inches in width at the surface, 
and its course was from the shore to the interior. The party had no means 
of obtaining any specimens except by gunpowder, but they succeeded in 
extracting some considerable pieces, which are now on their way to England, 
and which are alleged to contain, as well as could be estimated, one pound 
of pure gold in every seven pounds ofore. Int e course of their operations 
they penetrated to a depth of about two feet, and found the vein more valuable 
as they descended. The island is inhabited solely by Indians, who are both 
numerous and formidable.

Watks AnD TALKs oF aN AMERICAN FaRMER IN ENGLAND. David 
Bogue, Fleet street. 


Our American Farmer unfortunately only walked from Liverpool, 
through a part of Cheshire, into Wales, and talked with very few 
persons, and these chiefly of the lower classes. The result of his 
short journey and his few acquaintance is, however, a novel and a 
pleasant book, illustrated by a few sketches of old houses and agri- 
cultural instruments, by his own pencil. Many of his observations | 
are agricultural, and, so far as they may be worthy of notice, we 
shall call attention to them in another part of our journal. Others 
concern our manners, and refer partic ularly to the traditions that an 
American has of the old country. He is a sailor as well as farmer, 
and hits some of the blots of our mercantile marine as well as of our 
agricultural implements. He has obviously studied Dickens, and 
caught a portion of his manner, if not of his spirit, and has produced 
an agreeable and instructive book. A greal deal may be learned 
from it of the opinions and dispositions of our lower classes, which 
few English writers would like to state even if they knew it, and a 
good deal of our own towns and of the American towns by contrast, 
If the author remained longer amongst us than the present work 
implies, and he have written, or is to write, a more elaborate account, 
we should anticipate a very valuable work. He had not seen enot ugh 
when he wrote this to make his observations as correct as they 
might be; and with more knowledge acquired from a long ger resi-

Though tnere is an extraordinary large consumptive demand for 
colonial produce, the stocks still weigh heavily on the market, and 
there is, as Messrs Trueman and Rouse say in their circular, 
* still a want of that buoyancy which the increasing amount of 
bullion was expec'ed to produce.” They add, however, “the 
colonial market is, on the whole, gradually and steadily re- 
covering from the depression caused by the excessive imports 
of last year.” The sugar market remains dull, and the coffee 
market quiet. The markets for other colonial produce are in- 
active. At least there is no speculative demand, but great 
quantities are sold and delivered every week. 

We see by the dill laid before the Prussian Chambers for 
raising the duty on beet-root sugar, that the revenue levied on 
sugar in the Zollverein was in 1841, 5,215,110 Reichs thalers, 
and in 1851 it had sunk to 4,628,146. The fall of the revenue 
was due to two causes. A bounty was allowed on export, which 
gave rise to much smuggling, and the duty was lower on the 
beet-root sugar than cane sugar, and the former was substituted 
for the latter. In 1840 the number of beet-root factories was 
145, and they used 4,829,734 centners of beet-root. In 1850-1 
the number was 184, and the quantity of beet-root used was 
14,724,309 centners. In the year 1850-1, 36 additional factories 
were started, and upwards of 3,000,000 more centners of beet- 
root used than in 1849-50. It is accordingly proposed to raise 
the duty on beet-root sugar from 3 to 44 silver groschen the 
centner on beet-root.
